The first number of Classical Philology, a Quarterly Journal devoled to research in the 
languages, literatures, history, and life of Classical Antiquity and to reviews of current publica- 
tions in these fields, was issued from the University of Chicago Press in January, 1906. The 
regular dates of publication will be the months of January, April, July, and October. 

This Journal is established in the conviction that classical studies in America have so de- 
veloped during the last quarter of a century as to demand an additional medium of publication , 
and that the establishment of such a journal will not only meet this need but also foster and 
encourage research, and materially help to raise the level of classical studies in America. The 
co-operation of classical scholars in America and Europe is solicited. The name "Philology" 
will be broadly interpreted by the editors, and contributions will be welcomed upon all sub- 
jects which fall within the scope of such interpretation. 

In addition to formal articles stating the results of investigations, especial attention will be 
given to reviews of books and monographs. Hitherto American scholars have been obliged to 
look mainly to Europe for reviews of current philological literature. It will be the aim of the 
editors to supply in this department a real need by the prompt publication of critical notices of 
American, as well as of European, work. Opportunity will also be offered under the special 
caption of notes and discussions for short contributions and for the brief discussion of matters 
of current interest. 

Classical Philology is not intended to be a local or private undertaking. Its board of asso- 
ciate editors consists of distinguished scholars who represent many institutions of learning. 
The connection of these scholars with the Journal will not be nominal but real.

The first number of the Classical Journal was issued in the month of December, 1005. 
The first volume will consist of six numbers; succeeding volumes will consist of eight numbers 
each year, and the dates of issue will be the first of each month from November to June in- 
clusive. 

Although the classical teachers of Germany, for example, have a half-dozen journals de- 
voted to their interests as teachers, there is no medium of this kind in the United States, or, in 
fact, in the English-speaking world. The teachers of mathematics and of the natural sciences 
have their organizations and their journals, which have proved most effective instruments for 
the raising of standards of instruction and for the spread of intelligent interest in these subjects, 
both in school and college and among the people at large. There can be little doubt that the 
lack of similar media of professional communication among classical teachers has been in no 
small degree responsible for many of the adverse conditions against which they have had to 
contend A marked improvement in these conditions is one of the results to which teachers 
ol Greek and Latin may look forward with confidence if the Classical Journal succeeds in 
reaching the teachers whose interests it is designed 10 foster. 

The scope of the Classical Journal is best indicated by the departments which will be 
maintained in each number. These are: 

Editorials, discussing briefly matters of current interest to teachers and students of the 
classics. 

Articles. A portion of each number will be given to original contributions. It will be the 
aim ot the editors to obtain articles which will embody the results of critical investigation with- 
out showing too technical a treatment. Papers have already been promised by a very large 
number of representative men from all parts of the country. 

Notes and Discussions, consisting of short articles, brief critiques of theories advanced in 
this or in other journals, and rejoinders. 

Reports, from various departments of the classical field. 

Book Reviews will constitute one of the most important parts of the journal. The editors 
propose to give as much space as possible to signed reviews, both of philological investigations 
and of textbooks in the different branches of classical studies.
